Sme time today Barl Browder 
will enter the United States Peni- 
tentiary situated about four miles 
south of the city of Atlanta, 
Georgia. 


He will enter an imposing gray 
structure of Georgia granite and 
within a comparatively short time 
he will go through the following 
processes: 

He will be stripped of whatever 
personal belongings he has with 
him. He will be given a bath and 
then will be issued prison clothing 
on every article of which will be 
stamped prominently and indelibly 
his prison number. He will be 
given a physical examination and 
vaccinated. Thereafter he will be 
taken to the Bertillon room, where 
his fingerprints and his picture, 
with his number prominently dis- 
played. will be taken in sufficient 
quantities to be filed with. prin- 
cipal police departments and gov- 
ernment agencies throughout the 
country. Then he will be as- 
signed to a cell, and in succeeding 
days he will be interviewed for 
the type of werk he will be as- 
signed as a prisoner. 


From the moment he enters the 
prison until the day he leaves he 
will be under constant surveil- 
lance, every minute of every 24 
hours, of guards on the ground 
who carry heavy canes, cr of 
guards who walk overhead on run- 
ways armed with high-powered 
rifies, or of guards in special tow- 
ers equipped with modern ma- 
chine guns. 

Atlanta city was built in the 
year 1910. and consists of 27 
acres enclosed by impregnable 
granite walls. Surrounding it is 
a tract of some 300 acres given 
over to farms and gardens. Nine 
miles away is a second and larger 
farm of 1.248 acres, where ap- 
proximately 250 so-called “honor 
prisoners” work. 

“TOUGHEST” IN COUNTRY 


From its inception the Atlanta 
penitentiary was known as one of

It is especially dangerous to read 


the “toughest” in the country, in 
which the hated and heart-break- 
ing “silent system” prevailed, with 
brutal punishment for the slight- 
est infraction of rules. 

The “silent system” itself was 
abolished there in 1911, but other 
conditions remained such that in 
1915 the first warden, William H. 
Moyer, was removed from his p-st 
foliowing a long campaign of 
revelations by Julian Hawthorne, 
son of the famous author. There- 
after on numerous other occa- 
sions the severe conditicns in the 
prison became a subject of public 
discussion, with the result that 
many things were somewhat 
changed and there was some re- 
laxation of the more extremely 
severe rules. 

Recently the prison’s library 
has been enlarged, a system of 
adult education and vocational 
training has been instituted, and 
a new recreation ground has been 
installed. . 


Nevertheless, an inmate writ- 
ing in the prison bulletin in its 
issue of March, 1939, declared: 
“Not many people are aware that 
we have to toe the mark now- 
adays to a degree never before 
demanded. Not in 30 years has 
discipline been more exacting.” 


3,000 POPULATION 


The prison maintains an aver- 
age population of 3,000. On June 
15, 1939, the number of inmates 
stood at 3,293. More than 56,000 
men have gone through the in- 
Stituticn since # was opened. 

On release, a prisoner is given 
a suit of clothes the value of 


which is n:t to exceed $12, trans- 
portation to his residence, and 
$5 in cash. 

Good time, or time off for good 
behavior, is calculated accord- 
ing to the length of sentence. In 
a sentence of four years, g-od 
time is allowed at the rate of 7 
days for each month. Good time 
may be forfeited by any infrac- 
tion of rules, whereupon it can 


be restored only by the Attorney

In 1910 the Department of Jus- 
tice issued a long and detailed 
set of rules and regulations gov- 
erning the Atlanta penitentiary. 
Since then, as pointed out be- 
fore, there has been some re- 
jaxation in some of the rules, but 
the basic administration cf the 
penitentiary is still based on those 
regulations. 


AUTHORIZED PUNISHMENTS - 


They set forth “authorized pun- 
igshments” as follows: 


1, Reprimand. 


2. Loss of privileges. 

3. Reduction in grade. 

4. Lots of part or all good time. 

5. Impriscnment in solitary 
cells. 

6. Imprisonment in dark cells 

The regulations emphasize that 
the privileges granted are privi- 
leges, not rights. 

Some of the rules contained in 
the original set include the fol- 
lowing: 

“Obey orders without reply or 
argumen’.” 

“You must keep your head 
erect and your face to the front 
when marching in line.” 

“Keep your hands out of your 
pocket:.” 

Inmates are instructed to touch 
their cap and use the word “sir” 
when speaking to officers, main- 
taining a distance of 6 feet.

Rules for guards and for the 
warden, as promulgated by the 
Department of Justice in 1910, 
stressed vigilance and discipline, 
and gave almost unlimited au- 
thority to the administration. 
“The convict,” says the rule book 
in one place, “. .. is wholly within 
their (the guards’) power and 
largely at their mercy.” 

It provided then that inmates 
sentenced to the “dark cell,” or 
“hole” as the inmates know é#, 
could be handcuffed to a ring in 
the wall placed at the height of 
the shoulder for a specified num- 
ber of hours each day. 

Guards were informed then 
that they should exercise care 
and caution in handling of in- 
mates, but that “when, in his 
(the guard's) judgment, the time 
has arrived to shoot, he should 
shoot to hit and disable the of- 
tende:.”

Record of Lawlessness 


® Tear gas shells and state troopers’ clubs 
are engaged at’ Bethlehem, Pa., in uphold- 
ing lawbreaking. The Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration has refused point blank to abide 
by the Netional Labor Relations Act. It has 


persisted in continuing the existence of 4 

comrany union, which is one of the oldest | 

and most invetcrate enemies of unionism. 
Even now. when the National Labor Re- 


lations Board has snccifically ordered the 
corporation to end the company union, 
Bethlehem Steel has gone on with schemes 
for pumping new life into this agency of 
intimidation and tnion-smashing. 

The strike has taken place at Bethlehem 
because of the long chain of law violations 
against labor by this big steel company. 
These fit in with the general background of 
lawlessness long associated with Eugene 
Grace and his colleagues, exemplified in par- 
ticular in the “bonus price’’ fraud on the 
government in the Wilsonian war. 

The Roosevelt administration has en- 
couraged such contempt for the law and for 
labor’s rights by the Bethlehem, in grant- 
ing this corporation extensive “defense” 
contracts, with the cooperation of Sidney 
Hillman. Responsibility for the tear gassing 
and clubbing of the strikers can be laid defi- 
nitely at the door of the White House. 

During the year 1940, the Bethlehem 
Stee] Corp. raked in $49,000,000 in net 
profits, twice as much as in the banner year 
1939. And yet, this subsidiary of the Mor- 
gans and Mellons seeks to put down with 
force and .violence the modest requests of 
the workers for recogrition of a union that 
can enable them to curb the speed-up and 
to sain a few fundamental human rights. 

Organized labor everywhere can help 
the Bethlehem strikers by its protests 
azainst the strike-breaking by the Pennsyl- 


Vania state troopers, and by lending sup- 


port in every other available-way. The steel 
workers in other plants can add strength 
to the Bethlehem unionists by extending or- 
ganization in other seetions of the corpora- 
tion's empire, by formulating their demands 
and presenting them to the company.

Peglerism Presents a 
Fascist Blue-Print 


® Westbrook Pegler has brought to a new 
climax his labors for the extermination of 
the unions. In Monday’s New York World- 
Telegram, Roy Howard's columnist made no 
bones about making public that his much- 
advertised “cleaning out” of the unions has 
for its aim the cleaning up of those organ- 
izations to the point of complete extinction. 

Without any more quibbling, Pegler is- 
sues a call for a strike-breaking fraternity 
to engage in mob violence against the la- 
bor organizations. Men are wanted, Pegler 
says, who “would be glad to work fast for 
long hours at wages to be set by the gov- 
ernment on a fair reckoning of the employ- 
er’s profits and their own living costs.” 

Note the qualifications. To “work fast” 
and thus stimulate the speed-up, which has 
already reached such a health-breaking stage 
in most “defense” industries. “For long 
hours,” to break down all union conditions 
and all safeguards of health or safety. “At 
wages to be set by the government,” making 
the workers the serfs of the big monopoly 
corporations. This is a blue-print of fas- 
cism and nothing else. 

There is a ring of mockery in the Pab- 
lerian words, “on a fair reckoning of the 
employers’ profits,” when even now the 
profiteering has reached proportions not wit- 
nessed since Wall Street’s drunken spree 
of early 1929. 

When Westbrook Pegler speaks here- 
after, let the workers make it known that 
it is the same sort of man as Henry Ford’s 
Harry Bennett and Herr Hitler’s Goebbels 
who is speaking. They are souls with but 
a single thought: the wiping out of the

Renewing the Attack 
Upon the Foreign Born 


* Last year the notorious Hobbs Bill for 
concentration camps for non - deportable 
aliens, passed the House but could not get 
by the Senate. | 

But a measure which was too crude even 
for the Senate, has now received the -bless- 
ings of the Administration—through Attor- 
ney General Robert Jackson—and is once 
again to come before the House. 

In making it an offense subject to depor- 
tation for a non-citizen to be a Communist, 
the bill attacks the constitutional rights of 
the Communist Party (although citizenship 
is required by the Party before a person can 
join). But it is even more an attack upon 
the millions of foreign born workers 
especially in the unions whom it is meant 
to intimidate and silence. 

All the attacks upon the foreign born— 
of which the Hobbs bill is only one part— 


‘are intended in the long run to weaken the

That is why the Fifth National Con- 
ference of the American Committee for Pro- 
tection of Foreign Born, to be held this Sat- 
urday and Sunday in Atlantic City, is so im-
